“MORE. RESPECT TO CHIANG” 
: Shanghai.,. To-day. 

A ‘secret society in Shanghai with 
a very high personage as. its chief |" 
patron is said to havé sent threat- |" 
ening letters to both Generals. Feng 
Yu-hsiang and Yen Hsi-skan, warn- 
ing them ~td-refrain “from. state- 
menta; and. actions ‘which tend to 
lower the dignity and prestige of 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek. ~ . 

It_is understood that the réfusal 
of Yen and Feng to'co-operate with 
Chiang has been responsible for the 
hesitation - of Chang Hsuéb-liang, 
whose sphere of influence is Man- 
churia, to visit Peking to confer 
with Chiang. 

Chiang, being the Chairman of. 
the State Council and Central Exe- 
cutive Committee at Nanking, de- 
serves more respect than he is now 
receiving. Instead” of responding 
immediately to his summons for al 
conference, the -lesser Generals 
mentioned have practically ignored 
him, and Chiang’s supyortera feel 
greatly dissatisfied that Chiang had 
to dispatch delegates to call on the 
sectional chiefs.—Nan Chung Kuo 
News Service. 

Chang Hsueh-liang 
Peking, Yesterday. 

Yen Hsi-shan is better to-day but 
it is understood he is unable to leave 
the: German Hospital (in the Lega: 
tion Quarter) for a few days. 

In the meantime, the ship. in} 
which Feng Yu-hsiang and Yen Hei- 
shan are due to sail from Tangku 
to-morrow. has been cancelled; in- 
diecating ‘that through an under- 
standing between Yen Hsi-shan and 
Feng Yu-hsiang it is believed they 
will leave together.or else not at all. 

The situation ‘between Yen Hsi- 
shan and Chiang Kai-shek. is static 
on account of Yen Hsi-shan’s illness. 

It is officially stated by Chiang 
Kai-shek's followers that General 
Chang Hsueh-liang is arriving here 
from Manchuria shortly.—Reuter. 

Difficult to Analyse oa 
: . Shanghai, Yesterday. 

The situation in North China is 
exceedingly difficult to dnalyse.. 
Yen Hsi-shan, now ina German 
hospital in the Legation Quarter of 
Peking, is out.of .reach of ¢ailers, 
including the leading militarista and 
politicians doing Chiang Kai-shek’s 
hidding to plead ‘with Yen Hai-shan. 

Feng Yu-hsiang has go far failed 
to accept Chiang Kai-shek’s invita- 
tion to Peking for a conference with 
a view jointly to requesting Yen 
Hsi-shan to remain at home instead 
of going abroad.

The failure, of 
Chiang Kai-shek and Chang Hsueb- 
liang to come to an understanding 
may mean the postponement of 
Manchuria coming more practically 
under .the jurisdiction - of. the 
National Government.—Nan Chang.

SMASH 


"TWO IN HOSPITAL. 


TRAMCAR JUST. MISSES‘A. HEAD. 
ON COLUSION 
MOTORISTS’ DI DEAT RAP 


“An ‘aceldént “which resulted in 
two British sailors and a Chinese 
‘motor. car -driver.- being’ xemoved 
to hospital occurred: on the Shau- 
kiwan-road; near Saiwan-terrace, 
yesterday aftertioon. 

Involved in the . accident were 
public motor car No. 680 and 
tramcar No. 39, which came into 
collision about 50 yards from the 
east gate ofthe Taikoo Dockyard, 
at about 2.45 p.m. ‘ 

The motor car, containing three 
British sailors, was returning to 
town. It was going up a slight 
ineline, and in negotiating a bend 
on the road, well on the left side - 
of thé road, it got in the way of 
the tramcar on the other side of 
the bend, going downhill, in _the 
opposite direction. 

: A Timely Move 

When Tsin. Yu-chow (26), the 
driver of the motor car, saw the 


.|tramear after rounding the. bend, 


it was almost. on top of his 
vehicle, and realising that it was i 
‘almost impossible to avoid a colll- 
sion, he turned the motor car 
slightly to’ the left just. before the 
-impact. This wise move of . his 
prevented .a head-on collision 
which would undoubtedly have re- 
sulted fatally for the occupants 
of the motor car. 

The tram ran into the right side 
of the front part’of the motor 
ear, ripping the right front wheel 
clean -off the axle, whilst the en- 
gine of the motor car was smash- 
ed right in. 


Thrown Clean Out: 

The force_of the impact caused 
Able Seaman. E. Sharman of 
H.M.S. “Sepoy,”” who was sitting 
in .front: with the driver, -to be 
thrown clean out of the motor ear.

“WATER SUPPLIES. 


HOW THE PROBLEM IS TACKLED 
AT HOME 


DISTRICT CONSUMPTION 


The extent to-which districts vary in 
their consumption. of. water is exceed> 
ingly wide. , According .to. Mr. G. B. 
Kershaw, it ranges. from” acsupply of 
two gallons “per head -per day in 
Durban to 200 gallons in Chicago. The 
Darban figure is doubtless affected by 
the high proportion of natives, and the 
Chicage -by the large industrial, con- 
sumption, but with Madrid existing 
comfortably on a ration of 3.3 gallons a 
day, ag against London or Paris 
36 gallons, there can be no doubt 28 
to the considerable difference in habits 
even in great cities. In rural districts 
there are often more obvious reasons 
for differences. The consumption must 
be limited by the amount of water that. 
is available, and one unattractive pur- 
pose of co-operation, which will become 
more urgent. where both populations 
and their consumption per-head are in- 
creasing, is to distribute the con- 
veniently available. supplies in some 
just relation to the needs of the con- 
sumers. As it is, the comfort of 
piped supply. is - steadily .becoming 
more. appreciated, and those communi- 
ties who can obtain and afford one are 
tending generally to take advantage of 
it. \ 

Medical Opinion. iw 

According to the best medical opinion 


{| there appears to pe no doubt that this 


habit works out to the benefit of public 
health, and it is therefore a matter’ of 
public consequence to ‘know to 
what extent the requirements of vari- 
ous parts of the country are being 
met,- and how far the provision 3s 
being-made to the best advantage. 
Communities have been in the habit of 


0 


helping theinselves .to water. supplies, 
subject only to imperfect control, and 
at the present time there appears to 
be no complete record of the extent to 
which such supplies are being used and 
the manner in which they are distri-- 
puted. The ‘British Ministry of Health 
is now engaged on a general survey of 
the water resources of the country, on 
the completion of which the situation 
will become -clearer. In the meantime 
its Advisory. Committee on Water has 
jssued a report on' Rural Water Sup- 
plies, which gives a statement of some 
of the principal facts in regard, to the 
progress that has been: made,‘ and a 
number of practical suggestions, most- 
ly of an. administrative character, in- 
regard to measures that can be taken 
with advantage. Speaking broadly, 
there has been substantial progress in 
recent years in providing rural water 
supplies, though there is still much to 
be done before conditions generally 
will be satisfactory. The main dif- 
culty of providing a piped supply arises, 
of course, from the scattered character 
of the population. Of rural parishes 
in which lesa than one-third . of the 
houses have & piped supply, the popula- 
tion of more than three-fourth was 
either less than 100 to the census of 
1921, or else with a density of one ot: 
more persons in 2 acres was less than 
500. . Of the remainder, about 2,000 in 
niimber, four-fifths, with . populations 
of between 500 and 750 end upwards, 
had less than one person to.2 acres, 
or apparentiy one family to 10 acres, 
Such communities evidently present a 
very. different problem from. that of-an 
urban district; and it is not surpris- 
ing that in many instances they have 
shown less disposition to face the -in- 
cidence of the expense involved in pro- 
viding a piped supply. 

: _ Piped Supplies . 

To some extent agriculturists, espe- 
sially dairy farmets are becoming moré 
disposed to pay for piped supplies in 
view of their importance to the pur- 
poses of their trade. On the other 
hand, in . some © districts the: local 
authorities have not. charged a fair 
price for this convenience, or the con- 
sumers are unwilling to pay it, In 
many instanees, however, and perhaps 
in most, it is: thought that the. con- 
sumer could not reasonably be expect- 
ed to bear the full cost of his supply, 
and in the local Government Act (1929) 
just coming inte ‘force provisions. are. 
included. for .enabling rural ‘district. 
councils and county - councils to: con- 
tribute, if ‘they so. desire; towards the 
cost of providing or maintaining water 


supplies—“Engineering.”. -

MINIMUM WAGES IN ITALY 

‘Under an agreement negotiated . by 
representatives. of the.

BRITAIN AIR-PROOF 


\NEW INVISIBLE RAY. 
DISCOVERED 


DRAMATIC PROGRESS 

Britain will be practically im- 
pregnable from the air soon. The 
day is rapidly approaching when 
enemy machines bound. for’ British 
coasts will be reflected on tiny 
illuminated screens in- a score f 
outposts, and the “hornets” of the 
R.A.F: will be in their midst long 
before they are within striking dis- 
tance. 

Quietly, and without. ostentation. 
diamatic progress has been made 
within the past few months to- 
wards solving this most critical 
problem of national defence. 

Stimulated .by the warnings of 
the Earl of Halsbury, Lord Syden- 


jham, and others, and frightened by 


the appalling weakness of air de- 
fence as. revealed by the sensa- 
tional ‘exercises over London and 
the home counties in August last, 
the research branches of the fight- 
ing services have been’ working 
feverishly on schemes for the pro- 
tection of the country’s vitals from 
the dangers of air attack. 

; The Invisible Ray. 

The experts are confident that in 
the new twin sciences, Television 
and Noctovision, a solution has 
been found. At the moment the 
position is that, though much of 
the plan has only now emerged 


from the experimental stage, 2, new- 


phase of high efficiency in national 
defence has definitely begun. 


Noetovision is vision in darkness 
by means of the invisible infra-red’ 


ray which is transformed by means 
of a modified television apparatus 
into a visible ray. The infra-red 
ray picks up the object. The Tele- 
visor transforms it into an image 
which can be geen as clearly as a 
einematograph picture. 

Observation points ean be estab- 
lished equipped: with searchlights 
sweeping the night sky, with beams 
of infra-red rays. The Noctovisor 
will pick up the objects revealed 


by its electric eye and transmit: 


them back to the screen at defence 
headquarters. os 


Infra-red rays have sixteen times 
the. fog penetrating power of the 
ordinary rays of the spectrum, and 
their value for discovering the ap- 
proach of hostile aircraft under 


cover of darkness or fog-is ebvious-, 


ly inestimable. 


Distance no Drawback. 

It will- be possible. to. equip air- 
planes with Noctovision apparatus, 
and in darkness or fog a fighting 
machine so braille would have 


an enemy machine, not so equip- 
ped, at ita mercy. ,Jt would direct 
its invisible’rays:. on an ‘enemy 
machine floundering “in -the. dark 
quite unaware that it was under 
observation cand harried: by a foe 
which it" ‘could not sed. ° - * 

- Similarly a naval battle. between 
a fleet equipped with Noctovision 
searchlights and one relying on-or- 
dinary meang of-observation would 
in the dark be 2 one-sided affair. 
In. the sweep of an infra-red beam 
all- difficulties of fog, poor 
visibility, and smoke screens disap- 
pear. © 

Distance is-no drawback. The 
Televisor or the Noctovisor cannot 
see further than the humen eye can 
reach; but the “images themselves 
can be converted into visible. rays 
and transmitted by wireless to a- 
far distant receiving station. “The 
stage has been reached when ex- 
periments are about to be- carried 
out in the transmission of night: 
pictures. from New York. te Lon- 
don. : 
Must not -be Lost 


The “Sunday Express” under- 
stands that the Government ' has 
decided that the fruits of this great 
discovery, must on no account be 
lost to Britain or fall into the 
hands of an alien Power, 

Admiral Sir Mark Kerr, after a 
recent demonstration, summed up 
the. position- thus:—‘He who can- 
not see the importance of television 
cannot have any vision.”

Lavdeble attempts during recent 
years have been made at increasing 
hy. State. regulations the safety of 
workers engaged in the loading and 
unloading of ships.. It is only right 
that the various. Government should 
establish such regulations Tegarding 
this work as will reduce the risk of 
injury necessarily connected with it. 
Many. of the suggested regulations 
will, however, not have the intended 
effect of increasing to the greatest 
possible extent the .safety of the 
workers. : 

‘The fist condition of safety is 
that the- hoisting gear is ‘made of 
sound material and is of proper de- 
sign The second condition that. it 
is kept in good repair, and the third 
that the workmen + themselves exer- 
eise the necessary care in using it. 
From the point’of view (of their 
effect in the direction of inereased 
safely, the order of importance 0? 
these three conditions ought to be 
reversed, judging by the nature of 


the accidents which most commonly | 


occur, 

To an experienced crane engineer, 
it is not a difficult problem to design: 
and make a strong and safe hoist- 
ing gear. He can, if necessary, 
make exhaustive examination as to 
the soundness. of the material he 
uses, and he can and must’ estimate 
the working stresses, and provide for 
a safe maximum. In doing this he 
may find it convenient to work with 
certain figures. for the so-called “fac- 
tors of safety” or “safe working 
Toads.” It is diffienlt to define ex- 
actly what these figures~ are for a 
complicated errangement . like @ 
ship's hoisting gear, but In a gen- 
eral way they indicate the extent io 
which -the weight to be lifted ean be 
increased without the gear failing. 

Marking of Gear

what different meaning the ex- 
+ pressions “working load” a “factor 
lof safety." This, however, need not 
necessarily have - any effect on’ the 
str ength of the gear he makes, as he 
is fully aware of the meaning of 
these Fgures, and can use them ac- 
cordingly. “Two designers may thus 
very well use nominally very differ- 
ent “factors of safety,” and yet ar- 
tive at exaetly the same strength. 
One may, for instance, use the figure 
for the working stress in relation to 
the limit of elasticity of the material 
for repeated stresses, and the other 
the figure for the ratio of the work- 
ing stress to the stress at which the 
material actually breaks. 

Tf shipbuilders are theniselves de- 
signing hoisting gear, it would be 
convenient for them to get -all the 
various parts of the gear whieh the 
manufacturer supplies, ‘marked with 
the figure indicating the magnitude 
of the load, which the manufacturer 
thinks the item can ‘safely bear. If 
such information is to be of use, tha 
manufacturer must, however, make it 
quite clear on which assumptions the 
estimate of the working loads are 
based. Are the loads, for instance, 
supposed to be steady or quickly 
changing? how great is the allow- 
anee made for wear and other de- 
terioration, &c.? 

Suchm marking of gear is, on the 
other hand, to say the least, of doubt- 
ful value as a means of “Sorthering 
the safety of the workmen using -the 
gear. It is practically impossible for 
these to estimate the exact. load. 
which comes on the various parts of 
the gear, and it-is, therefore, quite 
impossible for them to find out 
which part of the gear would be 
most strained in proportion to the 


stated working load. - The marking 
of blocks, booms, &c.,. with a work- 
ing load would undoubtedly, only tend 
to confuse. most operators. 

Independent Contro] Not Needed 

The name of an-experienced gear 
manufacturer will usually in itself 
be a considerable guarantee to a 
shipbuilder for the reliability of the 
Zear supplied, and. the name of an 
experienced shipbuilding firm will 
likewise be a guarantee to the’ ship- 
owner that he is getting a safe hoist- 
ing gear. 

Few accidents take | place with new 
hoisting ‘gear. -Independent control, 
with. the design and with the sound- 
ness of the material used, is here- 
tofere not particularly needed. Still, 
faulty design and faultv material de 
oceur, and some control with these

ing that sound. material is employed 
in the making of hoisting gear. 
ahert statement that this’ material 
should be in accordance with the re- 
quirements of one of ‘the recognised } 
there-

purpose of securing the desired safety 
in this respect. | 
No Scantlings  ~ 

The strength of the hull of a ship, 
the rudder, the shaft, and the masts 
is secured through the classification 
societies or State authorities pres- 
eribing definite scantlings in each 
case, and experiencé has shown that 
this is a sufficient guarantee for 
safety as far as strength is concern- 


‘ed when the vessel is handled pro-} 


perly, The classification societies 
have so far in most cases not pre- 
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and it must, ‘on the other hand, be 
detailed and specific -if-it is to be of’ 
any nse, otherwise ithe strength. Te- 
quirements will in reality be left to 
chance judgment ag now. What does, 
for instance, “working toad" 0: or “fac- 
tor of safety” mean in eénneetion 
with the estimate of the strength of.

tion, it may be sald that they can- 
not be undertaken too often on ac- 
count of the exceptional wear.-and 
tear the gear is exposed to. If such 
examinations are te be of real value, 
they ought in fact to be made im- 
mediately before the gear’ is being 
used, and this is ‘no doukt the rea- 
son why ‘the. classification societies 
generally decline to’ undertake re- 
gular surveys of gear as they do of 
the remainder ‘of a vessel. 

It_is impracticable for outside au- 
thorities to undertake sufficiently fre- 
quent examinations, and these must, 
therefore; if they are to be made, he 
undertaken by the officers of the 
ship or by the workmen themselves. 
The extent to. which such examina- 
tidns will veduce the risk of acci- 
dents will <necessarily depend on the 
capacity af the ship’s officers or the 
operators for the work. It requires 
some fair practical knowledge of en- 
gineering to be able to judge cor- 
rectly of the importance of wear and 
faults in the material at the. various 
parts of the gear. 

Tests of Small Value 
People withokt any knowledge ot 
engineering have often great faith in 
tests made on the entire hoisting 
gear by simp’- lifting a ‘weight, or 
oen-a portion of it by subjecting. it 
to either tension or compression. A 
little - consideration of what such 
tests really -mean will show their 
small value as a guarantee of the 
sufficiency: of the strength of the 
~ear. In the first instance such tests 
on the complete gear can hardly be 
made under a sufficient number ,of 


of booms, hecl of vessels, &e., to 
cover all the- circumstances under 
which weights of the magnitude used 
may be lifted. 

Further, and this is worse, if there 
is no ayvarent failure of the gear 
with such a test, that is mo proof 
at all that it is safe to lift a weight 
of that particular magnitude, as the 
stress may at any part of the gear 


the stress may during the -test have 
been higher than the limit of elas- 
ticitv, and the material may there- 
fore have been injured te such an ex- 
tent that the gear would fail if a 
similar weight were again attempt- 
ed to be lifted, In other words, such 
weight tésts on the entire gear may 
even be the cause of accidents. 
The same objections may be made 
to the testing of any part of the 
hoistin«;gear, such as masts, booms, 
bolts, &c, The guarantee of. the 
strength of the gear in part or in 
entirety must lie in the sufficiency of 
the scantlings. If that is secured, 
and there is thus no risk of caus- 
ing any overstraining anywhere, it 
may be desirable to test the gear by 
lifting a weight even somewhat in 
excess of the weight uszally lifted, 
just to make sure that everything 
is in working order. The case is 
quite analogous to testing boilers 
with hydraulte pressure, and no com- 
engineer, of course, would 


scribed scantlings fer hoisting gear. 
The explanation hereof is no doubt 
that this gear is more liable than a 
ship’s structure generally to be sub- 
jected to sudden and unaccountable 
stresses. in the former. case it may | 
bé said that-it isthe elements, wind, 
and sea in combination with gravity 
which cause the stresses, whereas in 
the latter case it is human beings 
who are even more erratic in their

If proper strength is to be secur- 
ed for new hoisting gear it would 
nevertheless be most rational to' pre-

False Impression of Security 

It is, in the cireumstances, parti- 
eularly unfortunate that the British 
Home Office have insisted upon such 
load tests being made on the hoist- 
ing gear of ships. Applied to lift- 
‘ing gear in workshops on land, they 
may, perhaps, be of use. but on 
board ships they are unsatisfactory, 
as they do not increase the safety, 
and may -even reduce it -by over- 
straining some ‘material, and by 
eveating 2 false impression of Secur- 
ity with those using the gear. It is 
all-the more unfortunate that these 
regulations should be prescribed for 
ships by the greatest maritime na- 
tion, and thereby cause other nations

the nut of a bolt had worked itself 
loose, with the result that the bolt 
dropped -out, A minute’ earlier the 
gear had shown itself strong enough. 

Any teat 
with an applied load would thus have 
proved the gear to be of the neces- 
sary strength, Nevertheless, the ac- 
cident was used by the. Parliament- 
ary assembly as a reason for de-

«strength regulations. An’ examina- 
tion by the operators: themselves 
would ‘in that case have been the 
most Hkely means of discovering the 
loosé nut, but the demands of the 
politicians for new statutory strength 
Yegulations ‘and tests by - outside 
were, nevertheless, complied with. 
Annealing’ is an excellent means of 
restoring tired materiat to its normal 
working capacity, provided it is car- 
vied out properly by competent 


people, but many well-meaning people 
scem to think that because it is good 
under certain circumstances, it is al- 
ways good, and it would therefore be 
right to prescribe that ‘annealing is 
to be used regardless: of the fact 
that- there are -as-a rule no means 
whereby it can be guaranteed that 
the annealing is properly done. “It 
may, therefore, in.such case be not 
only useless, but even injurious to 
the’ material. 7 

Wf greater safety in connection 
with the working of hoisting gear on 
board ships is to he- obtained, it 
must be reached mainly through more 
qualified and more careful operators. 
A-certain standard of proficiency in 
the handling of hoisting gear and a 
certain knowledge of elementary en- 
gineermg might perhaps be insisted 
upon, but an absolute uniform inter- 
national standard ought, not to be at- 
tempted. It would hardly be pos- 
sible to carry such a thing through 
in practice, and TE it were, it would 
not have the same effect in all-coun- 
tries, as the human material is not 
of a uniform standard. 

Safety, oF Workmen

carefulness if-a permanent placard

“MANAGER'S NEGLIGENCE IN 
° CHEQUE CASE 


COURT OF APPEAL 

The Court of ‘Appeal decision in 
the case in whieh the Ho Houg 
Bank appealed against a judgment 
of Sir William Murison in favour 
of E, A’. Barbour and Co, has been 
‘delivered. 

The case was concerned with a 
cheque which was altered. by a 
fraudulent clerk from $2,500 to 
$12,500, - During the hearing it was 
argued that E. A. Barbour, ‘Ltd. 
(respondents) had not ‘shown 
sufficient care in the filling 
up of the cheque, and for the Bank 
(the appellants) it was argued that 
the responsibility lay upon them of 
discovering what was an apparent 
fraud. + 

The appeal was. heard by Mr. 
Justice Deane (the presiding 
judge), Mr. Justice. Burton and Mr. 
Justice Stevens. - 

‘Mr. Justice. Deane said that on 
inspection of the documents there 
was an unugually wide space left 
between the words: “two” and 
“thousand,” such a@ space a8 10 
ordinary man who wished to pra- 


his words in any document, and 
certainly such a spate as no 
prudent man filling in a cheque in 
Singapore would, if he thought of

filling in his cheques. There was 
the additional negligence of not 
making figures near to the dollar 
sign, so as to prevent the- insertion 
of another figure, and also the 
rieglect to. make the “9” properly |- 
when writing the werd “two”. The 
observation of either of. the first 
twa precautions would almost cer+ 
tainly Have prevented the fraud. 
“Precautions Neglected.” 


- Every precaution was. neglected 
and complete indifference was 
shown by the menager with respect 
to the duty he owed to the bank. 
Nor could his Lordship agree with 
the argument put forward on be- 
half of the.respondents that urless 
the spaces were so wide that they 
‘|could not escape the manager’s 
|| notice and the negligence.so gross 
ag to amount to a palpable invita- 
tion to fraud the respondents 
should be excused.. The test to be 
applied was: did the manager, in 
signing, leave sufficient space. as 
to make a fraud easy and, in the 
cireumstances of this case, did 
that amount to negligence? In his 
Lordship’s opinion it did, and the 
appellants could fairly say that 
[ier were deceived by the negligent 
Iway in which the manager signed 
,{the cheque, and that therefore the 
‘}respondents could not -set up 
against them the invalidity of a 
document which they were induced 
to accept by the negligence of the 
respondents’ servant. 

That the forgery wes the natural 
and. direct consequence of the 
negligence was undoubted. The 
chegue appeared to have been pre- 
pated with the object of forgery 


iq] in view, and the forgery was carri- 


ed out as a natural result when it 
was negligently signed. No ar- 
j tificial means were necessary, nor 
was it necessary to alter a single 
letter to perpetrate the fraud. All 
that had to be done was to write 


the necessary letters und figures 
in the blank spaces. If a. ware- 
houseman neglected to take the 
precaution to lock his warehouse 
and gobdds were stolen the theft 
was a natural and direct conse- 
quence of his negligence in failing 
to lock the door of his warehouse, 
and similarly in this case the door 
was left open to forgery, facility 
was given for its perpetration, and 
the Porgery was-a direct and 
natural result of that facility. 

- Por those reasons, his Lordship 
thought that the judgment of the 
eourt below should be set aside 
and that judgment should be enter- 
ed for appellants with costs in the 
Court of Appeal and in the Court 
-| below. 

Mr. Justice Stevens, in allowing 
the appeal, said that he was of the 
opinion that the matter for con- 
sideration was not so much the de- 
gTee of carelessness or want of 
vigilance exhibited by the drawer, 
as the state of. the .cheque when 
| drawn. If in fact it was.drawn in 
such. a.manner, as to -render. dis-

MANY ATTEMPT LONG | 
SWIM 


Dover, June 20. 
The channel-crossing season is. on 
again. . 

What Julius Caesar did in a boat in 
5b B.C. and Gertrude Ederle did in a 
bathing suit in 1926 A.D. has been 
done twice this year on. pontoon- 
bicycles, at least a seore’of swimmers. 
are in draining to do what has not been 
done since 1923—the swimming of the’ 
English Channel from England to 
Franee instead of vice versa. 

Two bakers, a mattress maker, 
couple of stenographers, @ nursemaid 
and a Bohemian mechanic have splash- 
ed their way from the. coast of France 
to the coust of England, and it is: get- 
ting to be old stuff. 

This year the really ambitious swim- 
mers are out to perform the more dif- 
ficut feat of starting from England and 
finishing in Frence, unfavourable cur- 
rents to the contrary notwithstanding, 

Among the men and women who have 
announced their intention to compete 
for the gold cup offered for the first 
England-io-France crossing this year 
are several who-in previous years ac- 
complished ‘the, Franee-to-England 
crawl. 


These include Charles Toth, the 
American who swam from Cape Gris- 
Nez to Dover in 1923 in 16 hours and 
54 minutes; Norman L, Durham of 
London, who did it in 18 hours 67 

* minutes in 1926; George Michel, the 
Paris baker who crossed in the same 
year in 11 hours 5 minutes; Ishak 
Helmy, the Egyptian who struggied 
over in-23:40 last year, and two Eng- 
lish girls who also made the distance in 
1928—Ivy Hawke and Hilda “Laddie”. 
Sharp. 

Miss Sharp did the Gris- Nez to Dover 
swim in 14:58, which was within’ half 
an hour of Gertrude Ederle’s channel 
record for women. 

Two other wamen who have no Eng- 
lish channel crossings to their credit 
yet but hope to have some soon are 
the American twins, Phyllis and 
Berenice Zitenfield. It is also possible 
that Mercedes Gleitz, the London typist 
who swam the channel in 1927, will 
compete for the gold cup this year. B 

Other aspirants for channel fame in 
1929 include a middie-aged woman with 
a family of eight, an 11-year-old sehool- 
girl; a one-legged swimmer and an 
athletic though white-bearded gentle- 
man of 60.—Associated Press.

TENNIS MADE BASY 


‘ SHOVELLING A 
Bat 


[By G. RB. OL Crole-Rees.1 


To the layman it must seem peculiar . 
that there is a rule in Lawn Tennis 
which reads to the effect that a player 
must not strike the ball more than once 
with his racket in making a shot. 
him it may appear that it is dificult 
enough to strike a fast: moving ball even” 
onec, and it must puzzle him. how it 


‘| can be struck twice in the same stroke. 
‘This is very true as regards normal 


play for naturally, directly -a ball 


touches the racket, whether it be in, 
‘the centre of the racket or even the 


handle or frame, it is going to rebound 
with sueh force that it is almost im- 
for the pliyer to. strike it 
again. Circumstances, however, often 
arise during the game where it is pos- 


? sible to -break this rule of the game. 


A’ball which in falling, for instance, 
ighall, we say from a lob, has first 
struck the top of the net and then 


{gently dropped into a player’s_ court, 


there is the greatest temptation here 
to scoop the ball, one might almost say 


{shovel the ball, with the racket instedd 


of striking it, and in shovelling the ball 
js struck more than once because, 
although it may not be obvious, it 
hounees along different parts of the 
face of the racket and each one of these 


Jittle bounces is equivalent to the ball 


being struck. Thus, it is, of course, 4 
definite fault. 

In the instance of a player applying 
“top spin” or “cut,” the ball may come 
in eontact with a greater part of the 
racket, than it wotld cover if just 
placed upon’a stationary one, but at 
no time leaving it except at the end of 
the stroke. What happens is that the 


racket moves across the ball, with the. 


ball in close contact with the face of 
the racket all the time.

These were 
the original members of the Zoo’s 
famous herd of which no less than 
[17 were actually born in the Gar- 
dens. In this year also her Royal 
Highness Princess Victoria (as. she 
then was) presented to the Society 
two musk deer. On her. aseent to 
the throne the, following year the 
Queen becaine patroness of the Zoo- 
logical Society. in| which her 
Majesty always maintained a lively 
interest, making to it many gifts 


|of valuable animals. - 


‘The Zoo To-day. 

Not one. but many visits would 
be necessary nowadays to gather 
even an impression of the Zoo of 
1929, There is certainly not room 
to describe it here. Since the war 
there have been many great: 
changes and improvements—the 
Aquarium, for instance, and the. 
New Monkey House. For the or- 
dinary person interested in the 
Zoo as a- spectacle—and this in- 
cludes all the children at. least— 
there has been written. and illus- 
‘trated a‘ huge library of books on 
the Zoo, and the “news” interest of 
its inmates is testified to daily by. 
photographs appearing in papers 
all over the kingdom. 

The Zoo goes on from strength 
to strength. Could. its’ founders 
learn something of its position and 
prestige to-day, they would be fully: 
repaid—being disinterested men— 
for all their early trouble. To 
apeak in’ detail of its value as 9 
centre: of inquiry and research is 
impéssible here. Brief reference, 
too, can only be made to the 
Society’s newest achievement—the 
establishment of the new open-air 
animal sanctuary at ‘Whipsnade, 
some 450 acres in extent, and 
whieh is primarily intended as a 
Zoo nursery.
